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It is not surprising that the special course in hospital design 
and building which opens at the R.1.B.A. next Monday has 
been over-subscribed and that some 420 members are likely 
to attend. This welcome sign of enthusiasm by young men 
who see in the expanded programme of health buildings a 
plentiful supply of work, long corked but now unstoppered, 
was to be expected. 

But will those architects who are called upon to undertake 
the tasks ahead be able to give of their best? A clear brief 
in the first place and a smoothing of the path to obtain 
approval of plans are essentials in the task of producing good 
buildings, and a great deal of the success of the schools 
rebuilding programme has been the co-ordination and stream- 
lining done by the Ministry of Education in these respects. 

Questions have been asked as to whether enough research 
has been done in assessing hospital building needs; whether 
planning and building will keep abreast of the money avail- 
able; whether more standardization of accommodation and 
equipment might not be needed. It is unfortunate in these 
respects that the Ministry has only had its own architects’ 
department for a year. 

These and other doubts, some of them raised recently in 
the Press,* need to be answered. It is to be hoped that the 
Secretary of State for Scotland—who is hand in glove with the 
Minister of Health in this programme—when he opens 
the R.I.B.A. course next Monday, will be able to reassure his 
audience. 


A new volume, for the second half of this year, is started 
with this issue, and it seemed a good moment to begin the 
first of the changes in the journal which are to be spread 
over a period. We have said goodbye to the green cover 
which has done yeoman service for more than a decade. 
The new cover, specially designed for A. & B.N. by Derek

The Pullman Diesel 


In the issue of March 23 I wrote that I was looking 
forward to travelling in Jack Howe’s new diesel Pullman 
Train. I went to High Wycombe and back in it last week. 
To call it Jack Howe’s train is unfair for, although he had a 
great deal to do with its appearance and furnishing, many 
others were concerned in its engineering design. This train 
is as good as anything I have seen on the Continent and that 
includes the German Trans-Europe expresses. It is far 
and away better than anything that has been seen in this 
country before and it is no exaggeration to say that, with 
its sound insulation, double glazing, air conditioning, and 
individually adjustable aircraft-type seats it provides a 
revolution in British railway travel. 

I do not see the train causing a sensation among inter- 
national railway experts because, broadly speaking, British 
Railways are still following rather than leading European 
practice, but if you have never experienced this type of 
travel I shall be very surprised if you are not enchanted by 
the Midland Pullman. 

I have been talking as if there were only one train. In 
fact there are several and they are of two types—six-car and 
eight-car. The six-car type accommodates 132 first-class 
passengers with two kitchen cars, and, starting last Monday, 
runs from Manchester to London five times a week, setting 
out in the morning and returning in the evening. During the 
day the same train runs from London to Leicester and back. 
The eight-car type of train will be used on services from 
London to Bath and Bristol, and London to Birmingham 
and Wolverhampton. This type has accommodation for 
108 first- and 120 second-class passengers. Starting dates for 
these services have not yet been announced. 


* * * 


Externally the trains are bright blue with white trimmings 
and lettering. Inside the decoration varies but is always 
agreeable. Much use has been made of plastics upholstery 
material, usually in fine blue and white or red and white 
stripes. Rosewood and ebony veneers have been used at 
the ends of coaches and are decorated with plastics inlays 
sometimes abstract and sometimes vaguely representational.

An open-air theatre replaces the Victorian bandstand 
previously used for staging entertainment in Bishops Park 
near Putney Bridge, London. Opened on Saturday by the 
Mayor of Fulham, Mrs. F. C. Pusey, the theatre was designed 
by the borough architect, E. A. H. MacDonald, and built by 
W. J. Marston & Son Ltd. 
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They vary a good deal in quality. Some are quite amusing 
and others boring. In time they will all become boring, | 
fear, from their very permanence. I would have left them 
out. At present the carpets in blue or red patterns are over 
obtrusive but will no doubt tone down in use. Otherwise I 
have nothing but praise for the design. In my remarks on 
the mock-up which I saw at the Furniture Exhibition I had 
doubts about the broad strip of lighting running the full 
length of each coach. This is not so overpowering in 
practice and I had no feeling of the interior being overlit. 
The table lamps seem, perhaps, a little close to the table 
surface, but if they were further away they would obscure 
the view from the windows. The seats are very comfortable 
and in the upright position they fit me, at any rate, like an 
Akerblom chair with a head rest. The double windows have 
venetian blinds controlled by a single handle for raising, 
lowering and varying the slant of the slats. The lobbies 
between cars have been ingeniously designed to give a wider 
passage or neat appearance and to prevent draughts which 
would impair the efficiency of the air conditioning system. 
This system is automatically controlled within pre-set limits. 
No doubt running experience will enable it to be set satis- 
factorily but on the demonstration run the coach I was in 
became too hot for comfort. 

The kitchen cars are very well equipped and special care 
has been taken to ventilate cooking smells. The lavatories, 
called toilets, [thought were rather dull. The fittings, which 
are well chosen, include a single spray-tap for both hot and 
cold water which is neatly metered. 


* * * 


Two trains, one of each type, were on view at Marylebone 
station. An eight-coach train made the demonstration run. 
The press crowded in like excited schoolboys, your repre- 
sentative at least as excited as the rest. The take-off was 
silky-smooth and quite silent. Even in the second-class 
compartments next to the motors there was very little 
noise. A hidden loudspeaker brought us words of welcome 
and told us that the speed of the train would be announced 
irom time to time. We had virtually been promised a run 
at the full operating speed of 90 m.p.h. and were keen to 
have our money’s worth. Coffee was served in very dreary 
cups, not at all in keeping with the rest of the design, by 
white-gloved attendants. “The train is now travelling at 
60 miles an hour”, said our loudspeaker man. Everything 
was so quiet and smooth that even the conversation at the 
next table but one seemed rather obtrusive. We read the 
sheaf of literature handed out by British Railways. Driverand 
guard, we learned, can communicate by Loudaphone ; the 
diesel engines, of which each train has two, are of 1,000 h.p. 
each and drive the train through electric motors. Auxiliary 
services are provided by Rolls Royce engines of 190 h.p. 
British Railways playing second fiddle? Seventy miles an 
hour.” 

People on the bank turn and stare as the beautiful 
bright blue train slips by. Track noise seems far away, and 
the ride at speedisremarkably smooth. More coffee? Really, 
these cups will not do. “Eighty miles an hour.” Very little 
impression of speed; everything steady and comfortable. We 
walk about, test the lavatory and the second-class seats and 
then the loudspeaker comes on again. “The train is now 
travelling at 90 miles an hour, we hope that you are having 
a comfortable journey.” We are, and the train begins to 
slow down for High Wycombe where we stop amid the 
stares of the rail-side population, and, shortly afterwards, 
Start on the return journey. Once more we do 90, this 
time accompanied by something a little stronger than coffee. 

We drink the health of British Railways, the Pullman Car 
Co., Jack Howe, all the engineers, the driver and the guard. 
The toast list is appropriately lengthened, but before we 
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have time to complete it we are running into Marylebone 
station, very well satisfied with this indication that British 
Railways are improving. As I approach the barrier I 
fumble in my pockets rather to the surprise of the official. 
Then I realize that for the first time in my life I have 
travelled legally without a ticket. 


The R.I.B.A. elections 


Those of us inclined to take the work of the R.I.B.A. 
seriously, or, alternatively, to belabour it for not following 
our own particular party line, are inclined sometimes to 
think that all the 18,000 members take an interest. A 
glance at the voting figures shows how wrong we are. It 
appears that something under one member in ten takes the 
trouble to vote. This is a truly shocking state of affairs 
and one which could lead the Institute into a very 
dangerous position. We often hear people saying that the 
trouble with the trades union movement is that the rank 
and file of the unions take no interest and _ that 
this lack of interest plays into the hands of energetic 
extremists who thus gain control of the unions. This could 
quite easily happen to the R.I.B.A.

St. Michael and the Devil 


Coventry Cathedral moved one stage nearer completion 
when Sir Jacob Epstein’s St. Michael and the Devil was 
unveiled by Lady Epstein. The two figures are fixed to 
the wall at the right-hand side of the main entrance and 
show St. Michael apparently jumping for joy at the down- 
fall of the Devil, who lies in chains at his feet. The 
sculpture is monumental in scale, St. Michael measures 
nearly 20ft to the tips of his wings and the Devil is over 
1lft long. This is a rather formal Epstein. The splendid 
head of St. Michael has been illustrated before in the Lion 
and Unicorn press book of photographs Epstein 56. 
which also includes an early design for the sculpture. St. 
Michael, in the act of jumping, is stiff and tense with 
outstretched arms; and, beautiful though the face is, his 
expression does not quite fit the scene. The composition, 
however, is admirable, and the sculpture casts exciting 
shadows on the wall. In contrast to the athletic Michael, 
the devil, as one would expect, has gone to seed. A 
brutish, tough, and powerful figure, now well past middle 
age, he writhes at the feet of the saint. I have not seen 
the sculpture but my agent, who was present at the cere- 
mony, tells me it is admirable from all angles. 

The service which preceded the unveiling included some 
fine singing and an address by the Bishop of Coventry. 
The principal guests then walked in procession from the 
Chapel of the Cross to the “west” end of the cathedral. 
The order of proceedings was as detailed as for a royal 
occasion, even to the words which Lady Epstein said 
before unveiling the statue. My agent commented on the 
very smooth running which this careful planning produced. 


A.B.S. annual report 


The report of the Architects’ Benevolent Society for 1959-60 
has just appeared. It has been produced in a new form 
by Donne Avenell, until recently editor of Architecture and 
Building. In its old form it was a somewhat dour record 
of good works; now it is a thoroughly readable little book, 
well produced and well illustrated. Once again it shows up 
the bulk of the profession. Only a handful of architects 
support the A.B.S. directly. Many consider that they con- 
tribute adequately through their Allied Society or by going 
to the A.B.S. Ball, but the truth is that the annual income 
of the A.B.S. does very little credit to the profession as 
a whole. 

Mr. Basil Spence’s outspoken foreword to the report 
exactly echoes my own feelings. For some time the 
immediate Past-President has been campaigning for a 
scheme for a levy of five shillings on the R.I.B.A. 
subscription for the A.B.S. He made it known that he 
wanted this idea to be adopted during his term of office. I 
hear that it appeared on the agenda of the finance 
committee time and time again but was never reached. 
Eventually Mr. Spence asked for it to be considered first 
on the agenda. It was, but so many objections were put 
forward that the scheme which seems admirable has made 
no progress. It would be scandalous if minor administra- 
tive difficulties or plans obstinacy were allowed to inter- 
fere with an idea which I feel sure would have very 
considerable backing among members of the Institute. 


Mr. Alwyn Lloyd 

I met Mr. Alwyn Lloyd, the distinguished Welsh architect 
and town-planner who died last week, only once. He 
was then at an age when most men, if they have been 
spared, are happy to sit quietly and look back on their 
lives.

Can planning be revitalized ? 


Sir,—I was delighted to see your editorial for May 18 
on Can Planning be Revitalized? because it starts to get to 
the roots of the problem both nationally and professionally. 

First, we must decide what we mean by planning. At 
the moment there is the professional planning, on the one 
hand, and the extraordinarily complex and irrelevant farce 
called development control on the other. The former is 
positive, the second negative ; whereas, of course, develop- 
ment control must become positive as the practical execu- 
tion of professional planning. 

In my experience the major factor militating against 
the architect/planner and the incentive to become an 
architect/planner is that it is virtually impossible in 
practice to architect/plan. Professional planning and 
design is often wrecked through the medium of develop- 
ment control, where the issues of law in relation to the Act, 
finance in relation to the profit motive of developers, and 
politics, appeal more strongly to the preconceived preju- 
dices of lay committees and, therefore, cause the original 
issue of good planning in the professional sense to be lost. 

The means of producing architect/planners is a secon- 
dary matter not difficult to solve once the potential demand 
is clearly created. This will only be when the country 
shows that the means have been established for architect 
planners to act and for their professional advice to be 
executed. I very much hope that our profession will now 
relentlessly pursue this matter. If it does not, | am sure 
that development-control planning will prohibit the incen- 
tive of the architect/planner and continue to be a form 
of “Confessional”, whereby a developer achieves a clear 
conscience, though professional planning is not allowed 
to intrude on the immediate profit motive. 

The significant decision of the Minister in the Monico 
inquiry could well mark the turn of the tide.

Indeed, your younger readers will agree that, with a few 
notable exceptions, the bulk of the senior members of the 
R.1.B.A. though “qualified” are quite unqualified to create 
even a bright idea unaided; as for attempting a competi- 
tion... 

Perhaps corporate members could be subjected to a 
design examination every ten years, say with the drawings, 
unsigned, pinned up in the Henry Jarvis Hall for a per- 
centage assessment by other corporate members. If 
failures, who would be reduced to student-member classifi-

Bath cost us half a day 


Sir,—I recently had occasion to have to obtain revised 
quotations for a bath which is to be fitted in a recess 
between a linen cupboard and plumbing duct. I chose a 
number of alternative baths from two very prominent 
manufacturers’ catalogues and telephoned a_ builders’ 
merchant to ring back later in the day with the prices so 
that we could pick the lowest. 

The drawings were in the process of alteration to accom- 
modate this and other fittings and the whole thing had to 
be left in abeyance for half a day pending the merchant's 
telephone call because not one of the baths conformed to 
the usual accepted standard of 6ft or S5ft 6in long. The 
variations were anything from }in to 4in or Sin. 

I cannot understand why, in these days of standardiza- 
tion, the manufacturers who short-sightedly live within 
their factory walls produce.wildly non-standard sizes which 
cause such frustrating hold-ups. Surely it ought to be 
possible to select a standard overall size in three lengths at, 
say, 5ft, 5ft 6in and 6ft x 2ft 6in in width. Within that 
“envelope” there is ample scope for individual design on 
the part of the maker. We, as architects, would then be 
able to fit these unalterable pieces of equipment into our 
schemes in advance without the dislocation which occurs 
when actual quotations are obtained. Don’t tell me that 
manufacturers of fittings for the building industry are 
intelligent and business-like people and that architects are 
responsible for all the delays and frustrations which beset 
building work—this sort of thing makes me despair of 
any improvement.

Historic buildings : a new approach 

New principles for listing buildings of special historic or 
architectural interest—drawn up by a sub-committee under 
Sir John Summerson—have been accepted by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government. Their effect is to raise 
the status of Victorian and Edwardian buildings. 

Previously it was laid down that until about 1725 build- 
ings should be listed which survive in anything like their 
original condition. Between then and 1800 most of them 
should probably be listed, though selection was thought 
necessary. Between 1800 and 1850 only buildings of definite 
quality and character should be listed; from 1850 to 1914 
only outstanding works, and since 1914 none at all, unless 
the case seemed to be strong. 

The sub-committee reported that the distinction drawn at 
1850 was unnecessary and recommended that the limit of 
“buildings of definite quality and character” should be 
applied to the whole period from 1800-1914. 

The committee also suggested that the chief works of 
the leading architects of the day should be included. These

Church design criticized 


Strong criticism of the design of new churches was made 
recently by the Dean of Gloucester, the Very Rev. J. A. 
Evans, chairman of the annual conference of the 
Diocesan Advisory Committees for the Care of Churches. 

He said that since 1945 at lease four or five hundred new 
or reconstructed churches had been built for the Church of 
England, but the design of some of them left much to be 
desired. “There are, in some, glaring faults of planning and 
a general lack of outstanding architectural quality,” he 
contended. “In many dioceses the Advisory Committee 
is either not consulted or only sees the plan at a late stage 
when major change is impracticable.” 

The Dean also criticized committees for letting through 
modern stained-glass designs which were “appallingly 
mediocre”. 


Warwickshire’s green belt 


Enthusiastic support for Warwickshire’s green belt pro- 
posals was expressed on behalf of Coventry City Council 
by Arthur Ling, chief architect and planning officer, at a 
public inquiry into the proposals at Warwick recently. 

Mr. Ling said Coventry welcomed the tougher policy 
the county council proposed to adopt. The green belt was 
of the utmost importance to the city as an area of unspoiled 
countryside for general recreation and relaxation. They 
would much prefer to see developers turning their energies 
inwards to redeveloping extensive outworn areas within 
the city boundary. He said the green belt should be made 
more accessible to the city dweller by extending walking, 
camping and parking facilities in the area. 

Asked by Mr. C. D. Buchanan, the Ministry inspector, 
about the West Midlands Plan, under which Coventry was 
to take 40,000 overspill population from Birmingham, Mr. 
Ling said land continued to be reserved in Coventry for 
this purpose, but the city population had risen faster than 
expected and there would not be so much land available 
for overspill. 

Objections to the green belt proposals by Birmingham 
City Council will be heard when the inquiry is resumed on 
October I1.

EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF THE

COMPETITORS were quick to notice the possibilities of 

making more than one level of circulation, not only 
of wheeled traffic, as prompted by the height requirement 
at the bridge, but also of pedestrian traffic. Some, includ- 
ing the winner, went so far as to put the whole of the new 
through road on pillars at the level of the crown of the 
bridge, thus providing free use of the whole site at ground 
level for cross-town communication. One competitor, 
thinking perhaps of Argyle Street where it passes under 
Glasgow’s Central Station, ran a row of shops under this 
high-level road coming into the light of day at each end. 
The deep shadow under so wide an elevated road is, of 
course, the disadvantage of such an arrangement, and it 
is difficult to find any intensive use for the area so covered, 
unless it be simply car parking. It is perhaps curious that, 
with parking requirements well to the fore, so few of 
these competitors thought of putting the space below the 
roadway to this use, and generally seemed content with 
the standard of car parking expressed in the conditions as 
a minimum. 

Most of the schemes cause shopping to take the general 
form of a precinct or precincts extending northwards from 
the High Street, but competitors differ in their handling 
of this piece of the plan. Some break the area into a 
series of small courts; others prefer one or two large 
courts. Some are content with what can be done at 
ground level; others, including the winner, develop shop- 
ping facilities at two levels.

Estimates of building costs at so early a stage are, perhaps, 
inevitably of an approximate nature, although some com- 
petitors submitted comprehensive statements. The obliga- 
tion to submit cost figures nevertheless imposed a discipline 
to think economically. This process has been fruitful, and 
only a small number of unnecessarily extravagant ideas 
made their appearance. A consensus of opinion tends to 
form near £4,000,000 for comparable provisions of floor 
space—omitting, as the conditions laid down, any attempt 
to cost the bridge and the new through road.

HOSPITAL EQUIPMENT AT SWINDON 


In this feature, the fourth to be published by the A. & B.N. this year dealing with 
hospitals, we return to the Princess Margaret Hospital, Swindon (A. & B.N., 10.2.60) 
in order to illustrate the equipment which has been installed in the first stage of 
development. Thanks to the co-operation of the architects, Powell and Moya, 
the Swindon Hospital Management Committee and the Oxford Regional 
Hospital Board, we have been able to photograph fixtures and mobile plant in the 
physiotherapy, casualty, out-patients’, X-ray and operating theatre departments. 
The photographs are cross referenced by room numbers to the plans of each 
department which are also illustrated. In our notes about the equipment we have 
given overall dimensions and as far as possible fixing heights.
